rence #0 4 double  Obſcurity , of Lite and 
Language. As for their nice (or to ſpeak 
a better truth ) their Conſcientious Retire- 
ments, whereby they aid ſeparate themſelvs 
from diſfolute and brutiſh ſpirits, It i thas 
which none can ſoberly atfſcommend ; nays 
it s a very purging Argument, and may 
ſerve to wipe off thoſe contracted, envious 


- ſcandals, which Time aud Man have in- 


juriouſly faſtned on their Memory. For if 
we reaſon diſcreetly, we may not ſafely 
truſt the Traditions 4nd Judgement of rhe 
World, concerning {ſuch perſons who 
ſequeſtred themſelves from the World, 
and were no way addicted to the Aﬀairs or 
Acquaintance #hereof. -It is true, they were 
lofers 7 this Alienation , for both their 
their Principles were crofle to 
thoſe of their Adverſaries : They lived in 
the ſhade, 1# the calm of Conteience and- 


Sun-thine, /# the Eye of worldly Tran(- 
actions, where they kept 4 their own Re- 
pute with a clamarous Defamation of theſe 
innocent and contented Eremits. The ſecond 
Obſtacle to their Fame , was partly the 
ſimplicity of their ſtyle , which zs Scrip- 
ture-like, and commonly begins like Solo- 
mon's Text, with Mi Fili. But that which 


ſpoil'd all , and made them Contemptible 


even to ſome degree of miſerie, was a corrupt 
Delivery of the Notions aud Vocabula of - 
the Art: for Magic like the Sun , moving 

rom the Eaſt,carried along with it the Ori- 
entall Termes, which our Weſtern Philo- 
ſophers who skil'd not the Arabic or Chal- 
dee, &Cc. did moſt unhappily and corrupt- 
ly tranſcribe , and verily at this day they 
are ſo ſirangely abus'd , zt is more then a 
Task ae, at their Original. But this 
zs not all, for ſome were ſo ſingular, as to in- 
vent certain Barbarous Termes of their 
own, and theſe conceited Riddles, together 
with their Magiſterial way of Writing 
(for they did not ſo far condeſcend as io * 
Reaſon #hezr Poſitions ) made the world 
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| Indeed this was a ſtrange courle of Theirs, 


| 


and much diffe rem from that of Triſmc- 


| giſtus, i» whoſe genuine works there is not 


| oneBarbarous ſyllable,zor any point aſſer- 


ted, without moſt pregnant and Demon- 
ſtrative Reaſons. Certainly Hermes as to 
his courſe of like was public ad princely, 


' in hs Doctrine clear and Rational; and 


hence it was that not onely his own times, 
but even all ſublequent Generations were 


' moſt conſtant ' ributaries to his Honour. 
| On the contrary ( if we may conjecture by 


Effees) there ſucceeded him zz hzs School 
certain Melancholy envious Spirits,whoſe 
obſcure inſcrutable writings render d their 


Authors Contemptible, but made way for 


that new noyle of Ariſtotle , which men 
call Philoſophic. 1 may ſay then of theſe

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a Lye : for they gave way to the Enemies

Field, and then was the true Graine caſt 
znto ihe Fire, Nor indeed could it be other- © 
wiſe, far this Buſhel being placed over the 
Light, the Darkneſs of it 1nvited Igno- 
rance abroad : and now ſteps out Ariſtotle 
like a Pedlcr with his pack, the Triumphs 
of whoſe petulant School had but two weak | 
upporters, Qbſcurity and Envie. Both 
theſe proceeded from the Malignancie of 
ſome eminent Authors , whom God had 
bleſt with Diſcoveries Extraordinary : 
Theſe to ſecure themſelves and the Art, 
judged it their beſt courſe to blot out the 
ih , that ſuch as were unworthy might 
never be able to follow them. It cannot be 
denyed but this Myſtery and cloud of the 
letter carried with it both Diſcretion and 
Neceſlitic, but what ſpoyl'd all was the 
Excels of the Contrivers, for they pat all 
Decencie both in the Meſure , and the 
Maner of it. 1 could be numerous in Ex- 
amples, 4zd proofs of this kind , but that + 
1 hold it (uperfluous to pauſe at a point 
which i acknowledged oz all Hands, To | 


be ſhort then, this Umbrage and Miſt of 7 


' their Text required ſome Comment and 


Clearneſs,but few being able to Expoynd, 
the World ran generally ta the ather fide 
and the School->men have got the Day,not 
by Weight but by Number. This confi- 
dered , it cannot be thauzht unreaſonable 
and certainly uot unſcaSnable , if @ So- 


| Ciety conſcious of the Truth, and $kil'd in 


the abſtruſe principles ef Nature , ball 
endeavour to retifie the warld : far hither- 
to we havebeen abuſed with Greek Fables 
and 4 pretended knowledge of Cauſes, 
bat witheut their much deſired Effects. 
We plainly (ce, that if the leaſt Diffaſe 
invades ls, the School-men have wot one 
Notion, that 7s F, wuch acharm , as to 
cure Us : and why then fhould we imbrace 
4 Philoſophie of weer words, whes it is 
evident exough , that we cannot live but by 
Works. Let us not for ſhame be ſo ſtupid 
any more, for tis 4 Barbarous Ignorance 
to maintaine that for Truth which aur own 
dayly Experience can aſſure «s to be Falſe. 
But ſome body will reply , That the Anti- 
quitie of this Peripatiſm may claims [ome 
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Reverence; and we mnft complementally 
invite it abroad , not churlithly turn zt 
out of Doors. This in my opinion were to 
_ dance before Dagon, as David did before 

the Ark - to pay that reſpe& to a Lye, 
which #5 due onely to the Truth, and this ts 
Anſwer ſufficient. As for that Fraternity, 
whoſe Hiſtory and Confeſſion 1 have here 
adventured to publiſh, 7 have for my own 
part no Relation to them , neither do 1 
much deſire their Acquaintance : 1 know 
they are Maſters of great Myſteries, and [ 
know withal that nature & fo large, they 
may 4s wel Receive as Give, 1 ws never 
get ſo laviſh a» Admirer Fph as to 
prefer them to all the World, for it is pol- 
ſible and perhaps true, that a private 


man may have that in his poſſeſſion, wher- 


of they are Ignorant. It 7s not their title 
and the noyſe it hath occafion'd , that 
makes me commend them, The Ac- 
knowledgment Z give them, was firſt 
procured by their Books, for there 1 found 
them true Philoſophers, and therefore not 
Chimwzra's ( as moſt think ) but Men. 
Their Principles are every way Corrc- 
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| ſpondent to the Ancient and Primitive 
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Wiſdome, nay, they are conſonant to our 
very Religion , and confirm every point 
thereof. I queſtion not but moſt of their 
Propoſals may f:em Irregular to com- 
mon Capacities ; but where the Preroga- 
tive aud Power of Nature x known, there 
will they quickly fall even, for they want 
not their Order and Sobricty. It will be 
expected perhaps, that I ſhould ſpeak ſome- 
thing as to their Perſons and Habitations, 
but 1n this my cold Acquaintance will ex- 
Ccule we; or had I any Familiarity with 
them, 1 ſhould not doubt to uſe it with more 
Diſcretion. As for their Exiſtence, (if _ 
I may ſpeak like a School-man,) there is 
great reaſon we ſhould believe it,neither do 
1 ſee how we can deny it, unleſs we grant, 
that Nature ſtudied, ayd Books alſo 
written and publiſhed by ſore other Crea- 
tures then Men. 1t « true indeed,that their 
Knowledg at firſt was not purchaſed by 
their own Diſquiſitions, for they received 
it from the Arabians, among#it whom: it re- 
mained as the Monument and Legacy of 
the Children of the Eaſt. Nor 7s this at all 


improbable, fer the. Eaſtern Countries | 
have heen always faraqus for Magical aud 
Secret Societies. Now am 1 te ſeek how far 
wilt believe we in this, becauſe I an a 
Chriſtian; axd yet 1 doubt not but you will 
believe 4 Heathen, becauſe Ariſtotle was 
One. | 
Take then amangit you 4 more acceptable 
 Erhmic, 7 mean Philoſtratus, for this he 
delivers bimfelf in the lite q Apollonius. 
He brings in his Tyancus 4tſcourſing with 
Prince Phraotes, and among#t other Que- 
ſtions propoſed to the Prince, Apollonius 
@&ks him, W here he had learnt his Philo- 
ſophy, and the Greek Tongue, for a- 
mongſt the Indians ( ſaid this Greek ) 
there are no Philoſophers ? To thes ſimple 
Quzre the Prince replies, yiararand with 
4 notable Sarcaſm., ot FF. TAAU GH, Oc. Our 
Forcfathers (fa;d he) did ask all thoſe 
 whocame hither in ſhips,if they were not 
Pirates; for they conceived all the 
World (but themſelves) addied to that 
vice, though a great one : But you Gre- 
ctans ask not thoſe-ſftrangers who come 
ro you. ifthey be Philoſopaers. To the 


 numerable tortures, do lead a fottiſh 


be adds & tiery diſſelute D_ of the ſame 
Grecians, »amely,that Philoſophy, which 
of all Donarives is $#%7aler, the Divineſt, 
ſhould be eſteemed amongſt them as a 
thing indifferent,and proportionate to all 
Capacities: And this, I am ſure (faith 
Phraotes to Apollonius) is a kind of Pi- 
racy tolerated amongſt you : 437: uv meg 
viery TAuTGy Tt AnS$v4y £5109 vide” which bein 

applyed here to Philoſophy, 71 ſbould make 
bold to render it Sacriledg. But the Prince 
proceeds, and ſchools his Novice, for ſuch 
was Apollonius, who was never acquaint- 
ed with any one Myſtery of Nature, 1 
underſtand (ſaith he) that amongſt you 
Grecians there are many Intruders, that 
injuſtly apply themſelves to Philoſo- 

phy, as being no way conformable to it : 
Theſe uſurp a Proteflion which is not 
their own; as if they ſhould firſt reb 
men of their Clothes, and then wear 
them, though never ſo diſproportionate ; 
and thus do you proudly ftradle in bor- 
rowed Ornaments. And certainly,as Pi- 
rates, who know themſelves liable ro in- 


and a looſe kind of life : Even ſo amoneſt 
you,theſe Pirates and Plunderers of Phi- 
lolophy are wholly given to Luſts and 
Compotations ; and this I ſuppoſe is an 
Evil that proceeds from the Blindneſs 
and Improvidence of your Laws. For 
ſhould any Man-ſtealer be found a- 
mongſt you, or ſhould any adulterate 
your Coyn,theſe were Offences Capital, 
and puniſhed with Death : Bur for ſuch 
as counterfeit and corrupt Philoſophy, 

our Law corrects them not, neither 
eee you any Magiſtrate ordained to 
that purpoſe. Thr we ſee in what reſpect 
the Greek Sophiſtry was with the Indians, 
and that clamorous Liberty they had to 
diſtract oxe another ; ſome of them being 
Epicures, ſome Cynics, ſome Stoics, ſome 
again Peripatetics, and ſome of them pre- 
tended Plaronics. Nt is nit tobe doubted, 
but the ſcuffling and {quabling of theſe 
Sectaries did at laſt produce the Sceptic, 
who finding nought in the Schools but 
Oppoſition azd Bitterneſs, reſolved for a 
new courſe, and ſecured bis Peace with his 
Ignorance. 
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' Phraotes havine thus returned that 
| Calumny, which Apollonius beowed oz 
the Indians, to the Boom of this conceited 
Greek, gives him now an Accompt of his 
| own Colledg,1 mean the Brachmans, with 
the Excellent and wholeſom Severity of 
their Diſcipline. And here 1 cannot but 
obſerve the Inſolence of Tyancus, who be- 
| tig a meer ſtranger in the Indies, notwith- 
| flanding runs into 4 poſitive Abſurdity, 
and before he had converſed with the Inha- 
bitants, concludes them .no Philoſophers. 
Theſe bad Manners of his I could (and per- 
haps not unjuſtly) derive from the Cuſto- 
mary Arrogance of 45 Country-men , 
whoſe kindneſs to their own Iſlue diſtin- 
2aiſh'd not the Greeks a: the Sages : but 
the reſt of the world they diſcriminated 
with a certain Shecp-mark of their own, 
and branded them with the name of Bar- 
barians. How much au Alſperſion the #s, 
we ſhall quickly underſtand,if we attend the 
Prince i» hs Diſcourſe, for thus he 1n- 
rudts Apollonius. Amonegit ws Indians 
ſaith he) there are but few admitted to 
Philoſophy, and this is the manner of 
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their Eletion. Art the Age of eighteen | - 
years the perſon to be eleed comes to 
the River Hyphaſis, and there meets with 
thoſe Wiſe men, for whoſe ſake even you 
alio Apolonizs are come into thele parts. | 
There he doth publiquely profels a very | 
ardent deſire and affe&tion to Philoſo- | 
phy ; for ſuch as are otherwile diſpoſed, 
are left ro their own Liberty, to tollow 


what Profeſſion they pleaſe. This done, 


the next conſideration is, whether he 
be deſcended of honeſt parents or 
no; and here they look back even to 
three Generations, that by the Diſpoſt- | 
tion arid Qualiries of the Anceſtors, they 
may. pueſs ar thote of the Child.” If they

| and ſuchas aresKkill'd in the Myſteries of 


Nature , may difcover our minds and 
difpoſitions, as Images are diſcovered in 
aglaſs. And certainly fince Philoſophy 
amongſt the 1y4ians 1s had in very great 
Honor, it is neceſſary that thoſe who 


| would know the ſecrets of it, ſhould be 


rempted and proved by all poſſible Try- 
als, before ever they be admutred. The 
was then the Diſcipline of the Brachmans, 
and tnaced of all the Magi i» the Eletion 
and Proof of their Pupils.

er (ſaith he) had he brought with him a 
thouland ſuch Souldiers as Achilles was, 
and three thouſand ſuch as Ajax, he could 
ever have takenit, To this he gives his 
Reaſon, namely ,that the Magi did not make 
any (allies to beat off their Enemies, but 
keeping quietly within their gates, they 


.gers. To this the Prince anſwers, that oy 
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deſtroyed them with Thunder and Ligh- 
tening, Here was a ſtory might have ſtar- 
led Apollonius, who knew not the power 
of Gun-powder, but in theſe our days 
there is nothing more {familiar and credi- 
ble, But notwithſtanding the [mprove- 
ments of this fatal Invention are not 
known even to the preſent Generations , 
for the Pyrography of Cornelius Agrip- 
pa, aud the Powder of Friar Bacon were 
never yet brought tothe Field, And now 
let us hear the Friar himſelf, who diſcourſ- 
ing of ſeveral wonderful Experiments , 
tells s amongst the reſt of a ſecret Com- 
poſition, which being form'd into Pills, or 
little Balls, and then caſt up into the Air, 
would break out into Thunders and Ligh- 
tenings, wore violent and horrible then 
thoſe of Nature. Preter vero hac(ſazth 
he )ſunt alia ſtupenda Nature : nam So- 
ni velut Tonitrius. 8 Corulſcationes poſ- 
ſunt fieri in Aere : imo majori horrore 
quam illa que fiunt, per Naturam.

Thus he. But let us return to Apollonius, 
for now he trots like a Novice to the River 
Hyphalis, and carries with bim a Com- 
mendartory Letter to the Brachmans, ha- 
wing requeſted the Prince to tell them he 
w.15 4 good Boy. Here theſe admirable 
Eaſtern Magicians: preſent him with ſuch 
Rarities 4s 17 very truth he was not Capa- 
ble of. Firſt of all they ſhew him (as Philo- 
ſtratus deſcribes It )- a certain Azure, or 
Sky-colour'd Water, azd this Tin&ure 
was extreamly predominant 7 it, but with 
much Light and Brightneſs. This ſtrange 
Liquor (the Sun ſhining on it at Noon) 
attracted the Beams or Splendor: to it ſelf, 
and did {1nk downwards, as if coagulated 
with the Heat, but reflected tothe Eyes of 
the Beholders a moſt beautiful Rain-bow. 
Here we have a perfect Deicription of the 
 PhilsſophersMercury, but there is ſomthing 
more behind. Apollonius confefſeth how 
the Prachmans told him afterwards, that

| "ſecret Water.,and that there was hid under 


it, or within /t, yi oSeegzxirny a Blood-red 

Earth. 1n a word, they told him that none 
might drink, or taſte of that Ligggor, nei- 
ther was it drawn at all for MW fary 
uſes. After this moſt myſterious Water, 
they ſhew- him alſo 4 certain myſterious 
Fire, and here for my part I do not intend 
to comment. From this Fire he i brought 
to certain Tubs, or ſome ſuch Veſlels, 

whereof the one was. called the Veſſel of 
Rain, az the other the Veſlel of Winds : 
all which are moſt deep and excellent Alle- 
gories. But theſe Rarities 1mply no more 
then the Rudiments of Magic. Let us now 
come to the Medecine it ſelf, and the admi-

This is plain enough, and on this Hill have 
1 alſo a deſire to live, if it were for no other 
Reaſon, but what the Sophiſt ſometimes 
applyed to the Mountains - Hos primum 
Sol {alurar, ultimoſque deſerit. Quis lo- 
cum non amet, dics longiores habentem * 
Bat of this place 1 will not ſpeak any more, 
leſt the Readers ſhould be ſo mad, as 80 en- 
tertain 4 {uſpicion,hat 1 am of the Order. 
I ſhal now therfore proceed to the Theory of 
the Brachmans,and this only ſo far as x 5:4 
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then ſeated in his Throne, and about hins

Here the Grecian #& ptizzled ; for beſides 
Earth {ſaith he) azd Water, Air and Fire, 
I know not any thing : What then ts this 
fifth Subſtance 2 77 zs (ſaith Jarchas) the 
Zther, which i the Element of Spirits : 
for thoſe Creatures which draw in the Air. 
are Mortal ; but thoſe which draw in' the 
Mcther. are Immortal. And here I canxot

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But let us come to his {ſecond Queſtion,

dity the learned Brachman anſwers like 
himſelf: They were made (ſid he) all 
at once ; and he zives. this Reaſon for zt, 
Becauſe no living Creature ts generated 
x7 wig, by peece-meals. This was 4 
wholeſom and a rational Tenet, for the 
Chaos was firſt made, and in that all the 
Elements at one azd the ſame Inſtant, for 
the World was manifeſted, and brought 
out of the Chaos, like a Chick out of an 
Eg. Toths Apollonius replies like a pure 
Sophiſter : 4d muſt I think then { ſasth 
he) that the World is a living Creature © 
bs yt (ſaith Jarchas) vytas yiyvoorns © YES 
verily,if you reaſon rightly, tor it giveth 
Life to all things. Shall we then (ſaith 
Tyaneus) call ir a Male, or a Female 
Creature © Both, ſid the wiſe Brachman: 
evils; yay cure Euyſtroule©, Ta WNT T8, X TA 
Te9s is Thu Troy oviay Tearlh* For the World 
beins a Compound of . both Faculties, 
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in the Generation of thoſe things that have 
life. We are now come to Apollonius his 
laft Philoſophical Quere, and forry I am 
that he had not the wit to propound either 
more 97 better 2ueſtions, but we muſt take 
them a5 they are. He asks Jarchas,whether 
the Earth or the Sea did exceed in quanti- 
ty * Tothes the Indian replies, that if be 
only conſider'd the Mediterranean, or ſome 
other particular Channel, the Earth with- 
out queſtion did exceed : but if you ſpeak 
( ſaid he) Tess Taca Thu vyegu v5idp, CONCerN- 
zng Humidity, or Moiſture in general, 
then verily the Earth is much lefſer then 
the Water, for itis the Water that bears 
up the Earth. This indeed is ſound Reaſon, 
and conformable both to Scripture and 
Nature : for the very Spirit that animates 
and ſupports the Univerſe, hath his Habt- 
tation 7 the Water. 

And now 1 ſuppoſe it is apparent to the 
underſtanding Readers ( for others 1 
would uot bave) that the Brachmans were 
26t a fabulons, ſuper ftitions Society, but 
men of atevere Doctrine, whoſe Principles 
were anſwerable to the very Rigour of Na- 
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1 could wiſh Apollonius had been more 
able to deal with them, but ſo ſhort was he 
of Philoſophy, that he knew not what to 
ask them, and that ample Liberty which 
they gave him, was all of it to no purpoſe. 
This is clear to ſuch 425 know any thing 
out of his former Queries, which we have 
already mentioned : but if we look on the 
reſt of 11s Problems,they are moſt of thens 
but ſo many Hiſtorical Fables, which he 
brought with him out of Greece ,and now he 
begins to ſhake his Budget. The firſt thing 
COmes Out, -45-the Maglrxbens, A Monſter, 
which Mandevil could never meet withall : 
and then he queſtions Jarchas a 5% xgyvror 
vSal&r, concerning a certain Water of the 
colour of Gold,and this indeed might f1gnt- 
fie fomething, but that he underſtood it li- 
terally,of common,ordinary Well-fprings : 
and therefore Jarchas tells him, that he ne- 
ver heard of his Martichora, neither was it 


ever known, that any Fountains of galden . | 


Waters 4id ſpring :n India. Bnt this tis 
ot all : In the Rear of this ftrange Beaſt 


march the Pygmies, the Sciapodes, and the \ | 
Maccocephal: to which might be adted all 


i, 
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we commonly ſay, that there is no Smoak 
without ſome Fire, ſo amongst theſe tor- 
reign Fables came in ſome Indian Allego- 
ries, and probably the Brachmans them- 
ewes had given them out, at once 70 de- 
clare and obſcure their Knowledg. Theſe 
Allegories are but two, and Jarchas inſiſts 
much upon them, beſides a ſolemn Acknow- 
ment: 2 xg} amis, There is no reaſon 
(ſaid he) but we ſhould believe there are 
{uch Things. The firſt of theſe two Myſte- 
- ries zs the Pantarva,which Ficinus corrupt- 
ly tran{cribes Pantaura, and of this Apol- 
lonius deſired to know the Truth ; namely, 
if there was ſuch a Stone at all, and whether 
it was enriched with ſo ſtrange a Magne- 
tiſm, as to attract zo it ſelf all other preci- 
cious Stones 2 This Queſtion the Brach- 
man ſatisfies experimentally , for he had 
this.goodly Stone about him, and favour d 
Apollonius with the light thereof. But for 
our better Intormation, let zs hear Jarchas 
himfelf deſcribe it, for he doth it ſo fully, 
that 4. very ordinary Capacity may 20 4a- 
long with him. This Stone (ſaith he )1s gc- 
neratcd in certain carthy Caverns, {ome 
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dance of Spirit, that in the place of its 
Conception, the Earth ſwells up, and at 
laſt breaks with the very Tumor. But to 
look out this Stone, belongs not to eve 
Body, 'for zt vaniſheth away, »nleſs zt be 
extracted with all poſſible Caution ; only 
we that are Brachmans,by certain practiſes 
of .our own, can find out the Pantarya. 
Theſe are the words of Jarchas, where you 
ſhall obſerve, That he hath confounded the 


firſt and ſecond Generation of the Stone, 


it being the Cuſtom of the Philoſophers 
never to exprels their Myſteries diſtinaly. 
The ſecond Birth then he hath fully and 
clearly diſcovered, for when the Philoſo- 
hers firſt Earth 7s moiſtened with its own 
milk,zt ſwells,being impregnated with fre- 

vent Imbibitions, 7: at laſt it breaks,and 
with a ſoft heat ſublimes ; and then aſcends 
the Heavenly Sulphur, being freed from 
his Hell, for it leaves behind the Binarius, 
or Terra Damnata, and 1s no more 4 Pri- 
ſoner to that Droſs. This firſt heavenly 
Sulphur is commonly called Petra ſtellata, 
& Terra Margaritarum : b!t Raymund 


Lully calls it Terram Terr, and in 4 cer-

But elſewhere preſcribing ſome Caveats for

turn to Jarchas, for he proceeds in his In- 
ſtra&ions, ard Apollonins hears him to 10 
at wh The Pantarva (ſaith he) after 
night diſcovers a Fire as bright as day, for 
zt is fiery and ſhining : but , y0u look on it 
in the day-time, 7t 7 zles the eye with cer- 
tain gleams or Coruſcations. Whence this 

Light came,and what it was,the Brachman 
was ot ignorant of : 785M auTh O@gyT V6 
Ziv apps 19v@* That Light ( ſaid he) 

which ſhines in it, is a Spirit of admirable 
Power; for itattracts to it ſelf all things 
that are near it. And here he tells Tyanens, 

that if precious Stones were caft into the 
Sca,or into ſome River, and this too.con- 
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cal Stone being let down after them, would 
bring #hem again together ; for they would 
all move towards thePantarvya, and cluſter 
under it, like a\warm of Bees. This is all 
he tells him ; but in concluſion he produceth 
his Pantarga, 7» plain terms he ſhewed hinz 
tbe Philoſophers Stone,and the miraculous 
Effects thereof, The ſecond Secret which 
Apollonius ſtnwbled on, for he knew it not 
as a Secret,was the Gold of the Gryphons, 
and this aj Jarchas doth acknowledg, but | 
1 ſhall forbear to ſpeak of it, for 1 hold it not + | 
altezether convenient. Y 
It 15 time #ow to diſmiſs Apollonius, aud = 
his Brachmans, and this 1 will do; but I 
fhall firſt prevent an Objection, though 4 
ſorry one, for Ignorance makes uſe of all 
Tools. 1t will be ſaid perhaps, I have been 
780 bold with Apollonius, who, in the opi- 
#ion of many men, and ſuch as would be 
thought learned, was 4 very great Philoſo- 
pher. To this 1 anſwer, that I queſtion 
not any mans learning : let them think of 
themiclves as they pleaſe ; aud if they can, 
let them be anſwerable to their thoughts : 
But as for Apollonius, 7 ſay , the noile of 
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ſome credulous ears, and this ſudden La- 
rum may procure him Entertainment : but 
had theſe Admirers peruſed his Hiſtory, 
they had not betray'd ſo much weaknels, as 
1oallow him any ſober Charatter. 7s zs 
:rue, Philoſtratus attributes any ſtrange 
performances to him, as that he ſhould raile 
the Dead, free himſelf from Prilon , and 
ſhake off his Chains,with as much Divinity 
as $. Peter himſelf: Nay, that pleading 
with Domitian iz 4 full Senate, he ſhould 
ſuddenly vaniſh away , and be tranſlated 7 
4 moment fr 0zz Rome to Puteoli. Truly 
theſe are great effe&s ; but if we conſider 
only what Philoſtratus himſelf will con- 
fels, we ſhall quickly find- that all my 
things are but his Inventions. For in the 
Beginning of his Romance, where he would 
give his Readers an Accompt of his Mate- 
rials, and from what hands he received them, 
he tells #s, that Damis, who was Apolloni- 
us hes fellow-traveller, did write his Life, 
and all the Occurrences thereof + but theſe 
Commentaries of Damis (ſaith he) were 
never publiſhed by Damis himſelf, only a 


Triend of his, 4 Some-body, Teinov 7s, 4 


them Tsxia Th Beoinidts to Julia the Queen. 
And here Philoſtratus tells me, that this 
Queen commanded him to tranſcribe 'theſe 
Commentaries. 71t ſeems. then they were 
originally written in the Greek, and Phi- 
loſtratus #4 meer Tranſcribler, ad no 
Author. This 1 cannot believe, for Damis 
was an Aſſyrian, and,as he himſelf conteſl- 
eth, « very ignorant perſon, and altogether 
illiterate : but meeting with Apollonius, 
EAanot 7% 6&uit(y Eanlu va 'dvry Jul and 
converſing with the Greeks, he alſo was al- 
moſt zzade:a Grecian, but not altogether, 
not ſo learned a Grecian as to write Hiſto- 
ries, and in a ſtile /:ke that of Philoſtratus. 
But this is not all : Our Author tells ws of 
one Mxragenis, who had formerly written 
the Life of Apollonius 7 four Books :, but 
this fellow (ſaith he) was ignorant of the 
Pertormances or Miracles of Tyaneus. 
And what follows this Tgnorance ? « yag 
Moregd 78 meggenliov* We muſt not -there- 
tore believe Mxragenis. And why not 1 
beſeech you ? Becauſe forſooth he lived near, 
if not inthe days of Apollonius, but wever 

eard of thoſe monſtrous fables which Phi- 


then believe Philoſtratus himſelf, for be 73 
the megrixor Tis, not the familiar friend, but 


the tamiliar ſpirit of Apollonius : 1 was - | 


he #ndeed that wrought all theſe Wonders, 


| for Apollonins himſelf never wrought a- 


ny. Now for the Learning of thes Tyancus 
(ſince it is the pleaſure of ſome men to think 
hins learned) 1 muſt confeſs for my part 1 
cannot find it, The Philoſophy that he 
pretended to, was that of Pythagoras, for 
thus he rants it to Vardanes the Babyloni- 
an : Eogia 5 wor Tivhayigs , Sapiu arded's CFC, 
I am a Maſter (ſazth he )of the Wiſdom of 
Pythagoras the Samian, he taught me the 
true form of worſhipping the gods, and 
who of them are viſible, who inviſible, 
and how I may come to ſpeak with them. 
How true this is, we may eaſily know, if we 
Jook back on his Education. His Tutor 
in the Pythagorean Principles was one 
Euxenus, 4 notable Sot, and 4 meer Igno- 
rant, as Philoſtratus tells we. He was (ſaith 
our Author ) a» Epicure i#ghis courſe of 
life ; 4nd for his Learning, he fould only re- 
peat ſome ſentences of Pythagoras, but did

But 
this Heavenly, and moſt Beneficial Truth, 
Apollonius' was not ſenſible of : for he 
was ſo great a ſtranger to the Secrets of 
Nature, that he aid not know what to ask 
for, For my own part, if 1 durſt think 
him a Philoſopher, 7 ſhould ſcat hin with 
the Stoics ; for he was a great Maſter of 
Moral Severities, azd t9:s #& all the Cha- 
racer 7 can give him: As for Philoſtratus, 
if we were not even with him, ſhould think 
e had much abuſed us : for when he pen'd 
his Hiſtory, he allow'd us zo Diſcretion, 


\ mho were ta come after him. I could be (or- 


ry for ſome Abſurdities he hath faſtened on 
Jarchas, did not the Principles of that glo- 
rious Brachman refute them. What they 
are, I ſhail-not tell you, for 1 am confin'd to a. 


Preface, and cannot proportion »1y Diſ- 
courſe to the deſerts of my Subjet. 

And bere ſome Critic may drop bes Dil- 
cipline, and bid me tace about, for I am 
wide of my Text, the Society of R. C. 1 
have indeed excecded in my lervice tothe 
Brachmans, bet in all that there was no 
Impertinency.

After two years Brother C. R. depart- 
edthe City Fe, and failed with many 
coſtly things into Spain, hoping well, he 
himſelf had fo well and fo profitably 
ſpent his time in his trayel, that the learn- 
ed in Europe would highly rejoyce with 
him, and beginto rule, 0 order all their 
Studies, according to thoſe ſound and 
oundations, He therefore con- 


ferred with the Learned in Spain,ſhewing | 
unto them the Errors of our Arts, and | 
how they might be corrected, and from : 


whence they ſhould gather the true 1zdr- | 
#14 of the Times to come, and wherein !' 


they ought to agree with thoſe things that 
are paſt; alſo how the faults of theChurch 


and the whole Philoſopia Moralis was to be | 


amended: He ſhewed them new Growths, 
new Fruits,and Beaſts,which did concord 
with old Philoſophy, and preſcribed them 
new Axiomata, hereby all things might 


fully be reſtored : Burt it was to them a. | 


laughing matter; and being a new thing 
unto them, they feared that their 'great 
Name ſhould be leſſened, it they ſhould 
nov again begin to learn and acknowledg 
their many years Errors, to which they 
were accuſtomed;and wherewith they had 
gained them enough : Who ſo laveth un- 
quetneſs, let him be reformed,

if he had not found them rather worthy 
of {ubtil vexation, then to be inſtructed | 
in greater Arts and Scierices, he then ' 
With a free and careleſs lite loſt his time, 
and left unto the World their fooliſh 
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But that we do not forget our loving 
Father, Brother C. R. he after many 
painful Travels, and his fruitleſs true In- 
ſ{tructions, returned again into Germany, 
s ! the which he (by reaſon of the alterations 
1 | which were ſhortly to come, and of the 
- + ſtrange and dangerous contentions) hear- 
/ tily loved: There, although he could 
have bragged with his Art, but ſpecially 
of the tranſ{mutations of Metals; yer 
did he eſteem more Heaven, and the Ci- 
tizens thereof, Man, then all vain glory 
and pomp. 
| Nevertheleſs he builded a fitting and 
| _ neathabitation, in the which he rumina- 
* | ated his Voyage, and Philoſophy, and 
reduced them together in a true Memo- 
rial. Inthis houſe he ſpent a great time. 
in the Mathematicks, and made many fine 
Inſtruments, ex omnibus huj us artis parti- 
bus, whereof there is bur little remaining 
to us, as hereafter you ſhall underſtand. 
After five years came again into his mind 
the wiſhed for Reformation; and in re- 
gard he doubted of the ayd and help of 
others, although he himſelf was painful,

' atrainto ſee any thing elſe; for our Rota 
| takes her beginning from that day when

| ftriketh envanes hours, We alſo ſted- 
| faſtly beleeve, that if our Brethren and

Theſe 
ſix Articles they bound themſelyes one 
to another to keep 3 and five of the Bre- 
thren departed, only the Brethren B. and 
D. remained with the Father Fra: R, C. 
a whole year; when theſe likewiſe de- 
parted, then remained by him his Couſen 
and Brother F. 0. ſo that he hath all the 
days of his life with him two of his Bre- 
thren. And although that as yet the 
Church was not cleanſed , nevertheleſs 
we know that they did think of her, and 
what with longing deſire they looked 
for : Every year they aflembled rogether 
with joy, and made a full reſolution of 
that which they had done ; there muſt 
certainly have been great pleature, to 
he nd withour invention related

| and rehearſed all he Wonders which 


God hath poured out hete and thete 
through the World. Every one may 
hold it out for certain, that ſuch perſons 
as were ſent, and joyned together by 
God.and the Heavens, and choſch out of 
the wiſeſt of men, as have lived in many 
Ages, did live together above all others 
in higheſt Unity, greateſt Secrecy, and 
moſt kindneſs one towards another. 
After ſuch a moſt laudable ſort they 
did ſpend their lives; and although they 
were free from all diſeaſes and pain, yet 
notwithſtanding they could not live and 
pais their time appointed of God. The 
firſt of this Fraternity which dyed, and 
that in England, was F. 0. as Brother C, 
long before had foretold him; he was 
very expert, and well learned in Cabala, 
as his Book called #. witneſſeth : In 
England he is much ſpoken of, and chiet- 
] wa he cured a young Earl of Nor- 
alk of the Leproſic. They had con- 
cluded, that as much as poſſibly could be 
their burial place ſhould be kept ſecret, as

The Circumferential 
ws corrupt in all things;but in ſome things 
altogether venomons : The Central not 
ſo, 4 in the Center of every thing there 
was a perfetF Unity,/a miraculous indifſo- 
luble Concord of Fire and Water. Theſe 
two Complexions are the Manifeftum and 
the occultum of the Arabians, and 
reſ;ft one another, for they are Contraries, 
In the Center itſelf they found no Deſ- 
cords at all, for the Difference of Spirits 
conſiſted not in Qualzrzes, butin Degrees 
of Eſſence and Tranſcendency. As tor the 
Water, it was of kin with the Fire, for it 
was not c02m0n,but ethereal. In all Cen- 
ters this Fire was not the ſame,for in ſome 
it was only a Solar Spirit,and ſuch a Cen- 
ter was called, Aqua Solis, Aqua Cwleſts,
